It must be recognized by the farmers 
of this country that more home grown 
feed must be raised on the farm. Nat- 
ural grass land will support only about 
one head per twenty-five acres, while | 
syed land will produce from two 

ur tons of feed per acre. 

There is practically no fodder in the 
country this fall, and stock must, to a 
great extent, winter in the straw 
stacks and from what grass they can 
rustle. Too long have we depended on 
a stubble crop of oats to give us feed, 
and too many times have we been dis- 
appointed. We must raise domestic 
fodder and oats under the careful till- 
age that we give to summerfallowed | 
wheat land. The result will be just as 


satisfactory and profitable. The hay
